Looting. — 


Municipality May Have to Issue 
Bonds to Obtain Money 
for Current Ex- 


penses. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 18.—[Special.]~Two 


lars ig the total amount of the defalcation 
with which Cashier William Montgomery of 
the Allegheny National bank is accused by 
officials tonight, and more shortages are ex- 
peoted to be unearthed. 

The bank remained, with its doors closed 
today, in the hands of the United States au- 
thorities.

the most complete wrecking of any institu- 
tion in the country's financial history. In-

The mugicipality of Pittsburg, which has 
more.than a million and a half in the broken 
institution, is so badly hampered by the. 
tying up of its funds that it may have to 
issue bonds to procure money for current 
expenses. 


City Sues for Funds. 

The city has entered suits to recover 
$1,000,000 from bondsemen who were sureties 
binding the city against lose for city 
deposits amounting to $1,600,000, every 
dollar of which is supposed to have gone in 
the wholesale looting. There is doubt as to 
whether one of the bonds for $500,000 will 
hold. In this case, the city of Pittsburg will 
loge $1,000,000. 

The city is certain to lose $500,000. Among 
the bondamen is Cashier William Montgom- 
ery, named in one of the suite by the city 
solicitor. Secretary of State Robert McAfee, 
another bondsman, was also a director in the 
bank. It is thought a heavy part of the resti- 
tution will fall on Joshua Rhodes, a multi- 
millioneire steel man, who was on the first 
bond for $500,000. - 


State Demands Its Money. 

John C. Sheats, atate treasurer of Penn- 
sylvania, came from Harrisburg this morn- 
ing with Attorney General Cunningham, to 
make a formal Wemand on the bank for 
$550,000 of state money on deposit. The pair 
reached the dank about th: usual time of 
opening, but were confronted with the fol- 
12 — notice posted on the door:

City .Order Also Refused. 

City Treasurer John F. Steel of Pittsburg 
raced into the ruined bank as Sheatz was 
leaving. He had in his hand a check for im- 
medlate payment to himself of $1,546,063.384. 
He shoved it through the window to Paying 
Teller Harry Watson. 

“Pay that,” he said. 

I'm sorry, Mr. Steel, but the bank ie in 
the hands of a receiver,” replied Watson, as 
he shoved back the paper. 

Then there's nothing doing in the way of 
getting the city’s money?” answered Steel. 

No, sir,” said the teller. 

“Thanks. No offense meant in asking 
for it,” said Steel, as he walked out with his 
face drawn and white. 


Bank Examiner Called Unfair. 

Outside Steel encountered Bank Examiner 
William L. Folds and a storm broke. Steel 
in bitterness declared that Folds had not 
played fair; that he had given him to under- 
stand that all wae well with the bank—that 
political friends of Montgomery were coming 
to the front with the cash. 

State Treasurer Sheats declared that he 
had been warned that any attempt on the 
part of the state to withdraw its deposits 
would result in the immediate closing of the 
bank’s doors. 

Folde said that he bad done all in his power 
to save the bank, but failed. It appears 
that a gang of politicians, who had been 
hand in glove with Montgomery, promised 
the United States examiner that they would 
help fx things up.“ 


Big Brokerage Firm Fails. 

Following the filing of an involuntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy in the United States Dis- 
trict court late today, Attorney C. F. Patter- 
son was appointed receiver for Carothers & 
Co., one of the largest brokerage firms in the 
city. The firm is composed of James Caroth- 
ers and William E. von Bonnhorst. It made 
a specialty of municipal bonds and was a 
heavy investor in the city of Pitteburg se- 
curities. 

The petition was filed by Charles W. Dahl- 
inger, Robert Heincle, and William B. Rea, 
having claims aggregating $14,284. The peti- 
tion alleges that Carothers & Co. have assets 
and pledged securities amounting to $2,000, - 
300 and owes $500,000 to firms and individuals, 
and that certain creditors threaten to sell 
securities they hold, to the detriment of 
other creditors. 

That the fallure of the brokerage firm is 
due to the suspension of the Allegheny Na- 


tional bank was stated by Receiver Patter- 


son tonight. 
“The fallure of James Carothers & Co., 


Mr. Patterson sald, was caused entirely by 
the failure of the Allegheny National bank 
of Pittsburg. The firm held a large amount 
of the bank’s stocks as collateral, and when 
the bank closed the stock was no longer avall- 
able in the firm’s loans. Other loans of the 
firm are well secured.

The 


modeled as a maternity hospital in charge of 


Police with Difficulty Foree Curious 
Orowds Away from Danger. 


The old wooden bridge which spanned the 
river at Erie street and made connections 
between the 3 proper and the 
viaduct over the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad tracks yesterday feii of its own 
weight—a victim of the elements and of its 
decrepitude. 

Danger was scented by John Meyers, the 
bridgetender, who used exceptional judg- 
ment in swinging it parallel with the river 
and preventing it from blocking navigation. 
Consequently no one was injured. 

However, the crash created much excite- 
ment. Some one telephoned to the city hall 
that the bridge nui gone down with a num- 
ber of persons. Assistant Chief Schuettler 
called in all his Available men and a dozen 
detectives were sent hurrying from Capt. 
O' Brien’s office. Patrol wagons, ambulances- 
and physicians also were rushed to.the spot. 

In a short time all streets leading to the 
bridge were black with people. These curious 
persons made real work for the police. It 
was with difficulty they were kept out of 
danger. . 


Built After Fire of 1871. 

The bridge was erected shortly after the 
gréat fire of 1872 and little iron was used in 
its construction. It was one of the old fash- 
ioned swinging affairs operated by hand. It 
had been regarded as weak for some time, 
and those in charge have been careful not 
to allow too much weight to pass over it. 

A few days ago one of the main supporting 
timbers rotted in two, and that threw the 
structure out of alignment. About 8 o'clock, 
just after a heavily loaced coal wagon had 
passed over the bridge. Meyers heard a 
crackling sound and noted breaks in the 
floor of the structure. ( 

Fearing it would drop into the river as it 
lay, he began turning it, but found that there 
was something wrong with the key he 
was operating. He hailed a Great Lakes 
sand tug to pull the bridge open. A rope was 
attached and the tug began its work, but 
no sooner had the bed been lifted off its end 
abutments than the crackling increased. The 
tug made speed and barely got the bed of 
the bridge pulled over on the supporting piles 
when these. made slippery: by rain, stid off 
the long stringers underneath the bed and 
shot up tarough the floor of the bridge. 


Split in Half Dozen Places. 

The timbers running up from the bed to the 
top cross beams snapped, and the bed split in 
the middle as well as a half dozen other 
p'aces. Both ends of the bed are now hang- 
ing a few feet above water and likely to fall 
at any moment.

The mayor is to be directed 
‘to close,’ or compel Kenna to dlose, the 
two places ‘on each and every Sunday 
thereafter,’ and whenever Kenna refused to 
obey the law to secure his prosecution as 
well as to revoke his licenses. 

“What is this but ‘to control and regu- 
late a general course of official conduct?’ 
It is none the less, in our opinion, a general 
course of conduct because directed against 
one man and two places than if it were di- 
rected against many men and many places. 


Other Questions Passed Over. 


“The opinion and decision, therefore, of 
the Supreme court in the people versus 
Dunne we regard. as controlling ug in this 
cause. As we so hold, it becomes of lit- 
tle importance what we might otherwise 
think of the questions of law involved.

Suits Begun in 10906. 


The history of this litigation dates back to 
December, 1906, when the Rev. William A. 
Bartlett, the Rev. A. Lincoln Shute and R. 
J. Bennett filed the petition in the Superior 
court asking that a compelling writ be issued 
against the mayor because of his failure 
to close the Clark street saloons of Ald. 
Michael Kenna. Judge Chytraus held to the 
view of Attorney Levy Mayer, attorney for 
the respondent, that mandamus was not the 
proper proceeding to enforce the Sunday 
closing law. If the mayor were derelict in his 
duty he contended that quo warranto pro- 
ceedings to oust him from his position should 
have been adopted.

She has been making a study of thé subject 
of sex for thirty years and claims she can 
control sex in cattle and children. 


Based on Law of Nature. 

Mrs. Calhoun says her method of determin- 
ing sex is not by medicine or surgery. It is 
all based on the law of nature, which hith- 
erto, she says, has escaped the researches of 
scientists. ; 

She learned her entire secret from nature 
in the fire’ instance. She had a ranch in 
California, experimenting with different va- 
rieties of fruit and vegetables, and came to 
her firat knowledge of the fundamental law 
which is her discovery. 

Experiments on Animals. 

Carrying her discovery into the pasture 
she made experiments with her cattle and 
lear she was able to fix the sex of their 
product.

NEARER PRACE WITH DRIVERS 


Employers Say After Conference 
There Will Be No Strike. 


MEN TO TAKE FINAL VOTE. 


Police Are Ready to Keep the Streets 
Open in Any Event. 


The cleuds of an impending teamsters’ 
strike became a little less threatening yes- 
terday after a conference between the union 
officials and the representatives of the em- 
ployers. 

The union officials will report back to the 
locals for further instructions and it was 
evident that much better relations prevailed 
between the two warring camps. 

The only man present at the conference 
who would make a decided statement was T. 
J. Cavanagh, secretary of the Chicago 
Team Owners’ association. 

There will be no strike,“ he said. ‘‘ We 
have made no concessions and things stand 
practically as they did before the conference; 
but there will be no strike.“ 

Shortly before the pacifying meeting a 
statement was prepared by the Team Own- 
srs’ association to be gtven out in the event 
of an unsuccessful conference. It declared 
that in the event of a strike being declared 
against the smallest barn, whether a mem- 
der of the Team Owners’ association or not.“ 
every teamster in the city would be simulta- 
neously locked out. 


Basis of Harmony Hidden. 

No positive information could be obtained 
as to the reason for the harmony with which 
the conference closed, but it was rumored 
that a modification of the demands on the 
part of the men might be met by the employ- 
ers. 

Notwithstanding the prospective peace the 
police department is on t qui vive in ex- 
pectation of trouble. Chief Shippy declared 
that in the event of a strike and consequent 
disturbances Assistant Chief Schuettler and 
Inspector Lavin would have charge of the 
„protection of life and property.“ He said 
that in case of necessity the mounted police 
could be increased from 80 to 180 and that 
1,000 more policemen would be available for 
strike duty than at the time of the last strike. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler said that the 
police department. as always, was ready 
to meet any situation that might develop. 

If a strike should come and such disturb- 
ances as we have known in the past should 
accompany it.“ he said, ‘‘ we will see that the 
streets are kept clear and will protect life 
and property if it takes half a dozen police- 
men on a wagon to do it.’’ 

The final action on the strike question will 
be taken by the teamsters at a massmeeting 
to be held at Bricklayers’ hall tomorrow 
night. |

PARIS, May 18.—When and where the wed- 
ding of Prince Helie de Sagan and Mme. 
Gould will take place has not yet been defi- 
nitely decided, They regard themselves as 
engaged and would like to solemnize the mar- 
riage immediately. Certain complications, 
however, confront them. First, there is the 
Clause in Jay Gould's will, reducing the share 
of each child one-half if he or she marries 
without the consent of the executors. If the 
marriage of Mme. Gould occurs within the 
near future it can be assumed that the con- 
sent of her brothers and Miss Helen Gould 
has been given; otherwise, the ceremony will 
necessarily be delayed to permit the courts to 
decide the issue. 

The most serious obstacle to the marriage is 
Count Boni's attitude, which involves the 
possible limitation of Mme. Gould’s rights 
over her children. Count Boni naturally is 
furious at the idea of the wedding and makes 
no concealment of his intention to demand a 
modification of the divorce decree which gave 
her the custody ot the children. 

During the course of Prince Helie's recent 
suit against Count Boni and his brother for 
assault, it will be remembered Maitre Bonnet; 
the Castellanes’ attorney, declared that no 
court in France would confide the custody of 
children to a man of De Sagan's character. 

Mme. Gould feele certain that no court 
would take such a view, but nevertheless 
the suit would create endless complications 
which both she and the prince desire to avoid.

That this 
conference probably will lead to submitting 
the issue either to President Roosevelt, the 
interstate commerce ‘commission, or an im- 
partial board of arbitration for a final de- 
cision, also is likely, according to the opin- 
fons of railroad men expressed yesterday. 

Apparently the olive branch of peace 
rather than the war club, either of which 
alternatives was presented by the shipping 
interests in the resolutions which were the 
outcome of last Friday’s conference, will 
be the choice of the eastern railroads. With 
something to gain and nothing to lose by 
meeting the manufacturers and shippers in 
a conference, the New York Central road 
through its senior vice president. W. C. 
Brown, has shown a disposition to lead the 
peace movement forthe railroads. For itself 
it has expressed a perfect willingness to 
meet them more than half way on any plan 
looking to a peaceful adjudication of the 
present difficulties. With the New York 
Central standing in favor of a conference, 
and with the position of several smaller roads 
recorded as against an advance in rates, a 
conference is assured. 


Talks of Committee’s Work. 


Fred W. Upham, president of the IIlinois 
Manufacturers’ association, declared that 
the appointment of the committee of fif- 
teen, provided for last Fridgy, will take 
some time in the way of careful consideration 
and correspondence that it may be therough- 
ly representative. He said that he toped to 
make the personnel of the committee public 
within the present week, and that one defi- 
nitely appointed it will be ready for work 
immediately. 

While it is probable the necessity of the 
railroads for more revenue, either through 
advanced freight rates or reduced employés’ 
wages, will be considered in a conference 
with all phases of the problem, it is not prob- 
able that a contingent reduction of wages 
will be considered if the issue is left for arbi- 
tration or a binding decision with the inter- 
state commerce commission. The commission 
has no power to fix or determine any phase of 
the wage question, and therefore can only 
consider whether an advance in rates is just 
and reasonable. The threat of reduced wages 
is regarded by manufacturers and shippers as 
a measure more easily threatened than put 
into effect. 


New Plans for I. C. 


The Illinois Central road yesterday pre- 
pared to enlarge its scope of operation. At the 
regular meeting of the stockholders propos“ 
tions to purchase the railway property, cor- 
porate rights, and franchises of the Kensing- 
ton and Eastern and the Memphis and State 
Line railroad companies, much of whose 
stock and bonds already is held by the Illinoie 
Central, were approved. The proposition. to 
increase the capital stock of the company by 
the issue of 285,120 new shares of stock, mak- 
ing the total capital $123,552.000, for the pur- 
pose of paying for constricting, improving, 
and maintaining the lines. also was approved. 

All these propositions came up at the stock- 
holders’ meeting in March, when Stuyvesant 
Fish finally was ousted from the board of 
directors, but were blocked by Fish's refusal 
to vote the proxies he then held 
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Hopes to Complete Investiga- 
tion Tonight and Begin 
Work on Report.

International's Second Vice Pres- 
ident Denies Price Was 
Raised by Pool. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—{Special.]— 
The special house committee which is in- 
vestigating the wood pulp and print paper 
question hopes to complete the hearing of 
testimony tomorrow night. 

Chairman Mann tried to complete the hear- 
ing tonight, but found it impossible to do so. 
“If the committee is going to make a report 
recommending action by congress, we should 
make it at the earliest possible moment,“ 
said the chairman. 

Ot course, I don’t know what our report 
will be, but we are anxious to get it before 
the? house a¢ soon as possible.” 


Norris Gives New Facts. 


Shortly after the hearing began today 
Chairman Mann read a telegram from John 


Norris, the representative of the American 


Newspaper Publishers’ association, dated 
New York, Saturday, reading in part as 
follows: 

* The Brownsville Paper company, of 
which George W. Sherman is president, was 
in the fiber and manila pool, and participated 
in its profits. S. A. Upham represented the 
Brownsville Paper company at the associa- 


tion meetings. I have come into possession 


of copies of minutes of the Fiber and Manilla 
association showing transactions in the fiber 
and manllla pool covering receipts exceed- 
ing $4,500,000. Also sales of 853,677 tons of 
invoice, value of $32,000,000, with net profits 
of $4,835,652, in twenty-six an@ two thirds 
months. Also report of auditing Committee 
of Der. 4 1907, indicating that the Fiber and 
Manilla association was bearing only a per- 
centage of office expenses borne by a number 
of associations. I understand that the mat- 
ter submitted to the New York grand jury 
has been forwarded to Washington, but an 
interval of one month must elapse before an 
indictment will be framed, because Washing- 
ton officials are slow ln passing upon the pa- 


pers in such cases. 
Denies Pool Fixed Prices. 


Tom F. Waller, second vice president and 
manager of the sales department of the In- 


ternational’ Paper company, was the prin- 


cipal witness today. Speaking of the con- 
tracts his company has with different news- 
papers, he said that the increase in the cost of 
paper was due in no way toany combination 
or pool, but was decided on by the board 
of directors after careful consideration. 

Mr. Waller said no authorized agent of the 
International Paper company ever had 
threatened to raise the price of paper to 3 
cents a pound. There isnointention, he said, 
of raising it above 2% cents unless the cost of 
manufacture is greater than it is today. 

„Do you know of any agreement or un- 
derstanding of the International Paper oom- 
pany with the other manufacturers of paper 
to control prices or the output of the mills? 
asked Chairman Mann. 

I do not,“ replied the witness. 

The case of the International company was 
closed by Chester Lyman, assistant to the 
president, who replied to statements made by 
Merman Ridder. 

James F. Fitzgerald, president of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Pulp, Sulphite, 
and Paper Workers, testified that a great 
many of the pulp workers in the United 
States have received increases in wages of 
more than 100 per cent per hour in the last 
four to six years. 

Mr. Waller complained that the Interna- 
tional Paper company had been accused, 
either directly or by inference, of a great 
many transactions with which it had 
nothing to do. 

Gives Table of Selling Prices. 

Mr. Waller put in the record a table of the 
average gross selling price of the Inter- 
national Paper company from 1900 to 1907. 
representing the price in 1900 to have been 
$2.06 a hundred pounds and in 1807 62.05. 
For January. February, and March of this 
year the average price was $2.20. He told 
of the scarcity of paper in 1907 and said the 
reason certain contracts with publishers 
were not renewed was because the company 
did not have the paper to sell. 

Mr. Waller read a statement showing that 
advertising in the newspaper has declined in 
the last year, and said that was the reason 
the papers were not using so much paper. 

It makes it doubly hard for the publish- 
er.“ said Chairman Mann. the fact that 
his advertising is getting away and the price 
of paper is going up. It is burning the candle 
at both ends.’ 

“I believe it is a bad time for the newspa- 
pers to have tc meet this advance,“ replied 
Mr. Waller. 

Ferris J. Meigs, manager and vice presi- 
Cent of the Santa Clara Lumber company of 
New York, testified that there has been a 
great increase in the cost of cutting lumber. 


Calls $2.50 Fair Price. 


W. A. Whitcomb, head of the manufactur- 
ing department of the International Paper 
company. resumed his testimony today. Mr. 
Whitecmb claimed $2.50 a hundred pounds 
was a fair price to charge any one. There 
never was any intention, he said, to advance 
the price of paper to3 cents a pound. 

Do you know whether there is any com- 
bination, agreement, or understanding 
among the paper manufacturers to restrict 
the output in order to hold up prices or for 
any other reason?’’ asked Chairman Mann. 

I believe there is none whatever,“ replied 
Mr. Whitcomb; at least, we have none.“

Keynote by Permanent Chairman? 

There is no particular reason why the key- 
note speech of the convention should be made 
by the temporary chairman. In 1896, when 
McKinley was to be nominated, Charles W. 
Fairbanks of Indianapolis, then a private cit- 
izen, later senator, and now vice president. 
was temporary chairman. He made an ex- 
cellent speech, but it was not altogether of 
the keynote variety, 

John M. Thurston of Omaha, then a mem- 
ber of the United States senate, was per- 
manent chairman. He was not only a'splen- 
did presiding officer but he made a mag- 
nificent speech which stirred the St. Louis 
convention from floor to roof. Later on Sen- 
ator Thurston, as chairman of the notffica- 
tion committee, was equally effective. 

It is obvious, however, that the Taft people, 
if they are strong enough to organize the 
convention, as now seems certain, can select 
any man they choose as permanent chair- 
man, and may require of him just such a 
speech as will be most satisfactory to the 
Prospective nominee and also to the preai- 
dent himeelf. 

Some of the more radical friends of the 
president are bitter over the selection of 
John R. Malloy of Columbus, O., as tempo- 
rary general secretary. He has been in- 
timately associated with the Dick-Foraker 
machine in Ohio for a long while. He was 
secretary of the state central committee, but 
was dropped from that office when the Taft 
people triumphed in the ras state convention. 
He was brought down here in December last 
at a meeting of the national committee, and 
it was then generally understood that he 
would be a candidate for the position of gen- 
eral secretary of the convention. 


Regarded as Slap at Taft. 

Malloy had the support of Elmer Dover 
and others, who were fully aware of his un- 
usual capacity as a political organizer. At 
that time the fight between Taft and Foraker 
had not become so bitter as it did later on 
The selection of Malloy by the subcommittee 
at Chicago is generally looked upon by Taft's 
friends as a distinctly unfriendly act.

Taft Runs Main Committee. 


The temporary roll ot the convention will 
be made up by the national committee. 
It is an open secret now that the nation 
committee is controlled by the Taft forces, 
although the subcommittee which has charge 
ef the arrangements does not seem to be 
quite so friendly. The Taft people are no 
longer afraid of any skulduggery in the na- 
tional committee. They are assured that 
every contest will be decided on its merfts. 

To every one of these contests the sec- 
retary of war is a party. A majority of the 
national committee already have pledged 
themselves to a policy of absolutely fair 
treatment, and there is now no possi- 
bility of the nomination being taken away 
by any sharp practice in the makeup of the 
preliminary roll. 

It will rest with the Taft forces to effect 
the permanent organization of the conven- 
tion. They will have it in their power, if 
they see fit, to displace Mr. Malloy. If he is 
retained it will be an evidence of disposi- 
tion on the part of the Taft people to har- 
monize matters in Ohio as well as in other 
states. Mr. Malloy has an intimate ao- 
qQuaintance with the political situation in 
his own state. He could be of immense 
advantage during the campaign, and for that 
reason the Taft people are quite likely 
to allow him to return to the reservation 
if he chooses to do so.

It is reported, however, that an in- 
crease of the Chicago item stands a good 
chance of going through, although it may not 
be as large as the amount asked for. 

Representative McGavin gaid he had been 
under the. impression that $750,000 would 
‘buy almost any of the sites that had been 
mentioned for the location of a new. poste 
office, but he would be glad to work ‘for 
an increased sum if Postmaster Campbell 
thought it was needed. e 

— of the sites mentioned are block 25. 
bounded by Fulton, Jefferson, Lake, and 
Desplaines streets; block 63, pounded by Ful- 
ton, Desplaines, Lake, and Union streets; 
block 64, bounded by Fulton, Union, Lake, 
and Halsted; block 66, bounded by Lake, 
Desplaines, Randolph, and Union. 

The block bounded by, Canal, Clinton, 
Adams, and Jackson boulevard has been 
mentioned as a favorable but expensive lo- 
cation.

Quincy Wants $75,000 More. 
Alexander Sholl of Quincy, III., appeared

REPORT FOREST RESERVE BILL. 


Provides Commission to Determine the 


Navigability of Appalachiez and 
White Mountain Streams. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[{Special.]J— 
The conservation of the natural resources of 
the United States is contemplated in a bill 
ordered reported to the house today by the 
committee on agriculture. The measure con- 
tains provisions bearing upon the proposal 
to create federal forest reservesin the south- 
ern Appalachian region and in, the White 
mountains of New Hampshire. 

The bill permits the states to enter into such 
agreements with each other as are not in con- 
flict with federal laws. The bil! carries an 
appropriation of $100,000 to enable the secre- 
tary of agriculture to supply to the forest 
owners expert advice on the subject of re- 
forestration. 

A commission consisting of five members of 
the senate, to be appointed by its presiding 
officer, and five members of the house, to be 
appointed by the speaker, is created by the 
bill. This commission is to investigate the 
connection, if any there may be, between the 
navigability of streams rising in the White 
mountains and the southern Appalachians 
and the preservation of the forests. 

If this commission, which is to report by 
Jan. 1, 1909, to the president, finds that such 
relation exists it will then determine if the 
United States should acquire the land within 
the watersheds or whether the government 
may exercise supervision over the water- 
sheds without purchase. The commission is 
empowered to expend not more than $20,000 
in its work,

ELIHU ROOT, CHIEF JUSTICE. 

At the time of the laying of the corner 
stone of the building for the international 
bureau of American republics President 
Roosevelt said, Histéry will say that 
thougb we have had other secretaries of 
state, we have had none greater than 
Elihu Root.” ‘This is high praise, for 
many distinguished men from Thomas 
Jefferson down have had charge of for- 
eign affairs. But the praise is merited. 
In the conceptionand furtherance of 
great policies Mr. Root stands second to 
pone of his predecessors. 

It is not in the state department alone 
that he has demonstrated his constructite 
genius. He was secretary of war for 
eeveral years, and proved himself the 
best the country has ever had. Though a 
civilian, he saw more clearly than men 
who had made arms their profession the 
need of army reorganization. He it was 
who pointed out 60 clearly that all were 
convinced what should be done to make 
the army the efficient organization it 
should 

As secretary of war he created the 
colonial policy of the United States. It 
was Mr. Root who, when the Philippines 
passed into our possession, laid down the 
principles that should prevail in govern- 
ing them. He had never visited the 
Philippines. He knew little more of them 
ef their inhabitants than the average 
educated American—which was not much 
—and yef*he seemed to know intuitively 
the ¢gxact needs of the situation. Either

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IN THE FOREIGN STOCK MARKET. 


LONDON, May 18.—Money was in fatr inquiry 
and good demand on the market today and dis- 
counts were steady. The continent bought the bulk 
of the £600,000 in gold available. Trading on the 
stock exchange continued cheerful. and fairly 
active. Cheap money benefited consols and gilt 
edgers generally, while home rails hardened on 
better weather reports. Foreigners were strongly 
supported from the continent, and this advanced 
quotations. American securities were supported 
professionally in the fcrenoon over parity, but the 
local buying was restricted. Pacific and 
Grand Trunk benefited from the crop estimates. 
Later the New York opening caused further tm- 
provement, especially in Union Pacific. 
centered in this security. The market finished firm. 
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The plan for retiring Illinois Tunnel com- 
pany Ss in exchange for an issue of the 
Chicago Subway 5 per cent bonds waa issued 
yesterday. The matter has been under con- 
sideration for a considerable time, and the 
Subway company has at last worked out a 
plan by which the telephone rights of the 
Illinois Tunnel company may be segregated 
in order that any investment which may be 
made in extending the telephone business 
will not fall under the mortgage rights of 
the Illinois Tunnel bondholders. A summary 
of the plan follows: 

“The Chicago Subway company proposes 
to authorize an indenture of mortgage and 
pledge, in form to be approved by its di- 
rectors and counsel, to secure an issue of 
twenty year 5 per cent first lien bonds, dated 
June 1, 1908, redeemable at 105, and con- 
taining provisions for subsequent issues of 
additional series of bonds bearing a lower 
rate of interest and maturing later than 
June 1, 1928. 

Said indenture shall contain such pro- 
visions as the said directors and counsel 
may deem expedient for the release of the 
lien of the said tunnel company mortgage 
and the sale, lease, or other disposition of 
the telephone properties and rights of said 
tunnel company, or any lien thereon or in- 
terest therein by virtue of the deposited tun- 
nel bonds. N 

The subway company will purchase all 
first mortgage bonds of the Illinois Tunnel 
company, dated Dec. 1, 1908, which maybe 
deposited in acceptance of this plan and 
offer, on or before the first day of July, 1908 
(or such later date or dates as its directors 
may from time to time specify therefor), ac- 
companied by the coupons maturing June 1. 
1908, and subsequently, on the following 
terms and conditions: 

For the principal of all such tunnel com- 
pany bonds an equal amount par value of 
subway company bonds will be paid in ex- 
change, and the June 1, 1908, coupon pertain- 
ing to such deposited tunnel bonds will be 
purchased for cash at par.

Effective Protection. 

J. B. Russell & Co., who have acted as 
agents for the Illinois Tunnel company in 
handling its bonds, issued also yesterday 
a letter to the bondholders, in which they 
bring out the following important fact, be~ 
ing in itself sufficient, they allege, to cause 
an exchange of securities: 

“The Chicago Subway bonds have the ad- 
ditional security of the Warehouse and Ter- 
minal company, which fact would warrant 
the exchange without any other inducement, 
since the Terminal company owns all the 
leases made with the railroads and private 
property with which the tunnel is connected.

Early in the day eastern shippers acted as 
if they wanted beef steers. and they tock a 
few loads of stock at $6.90@7.25, which looked 
strong to 100 higher than on Friday. It was 
oon evident that outside orders were for prime 
stock only, however, and plain to good medium 
weight steers were left to the mercy of the local 
buyers. The latter did not have many urgep* 
orders, and did not put much vim into their 
operations, with the result that, after shippers 
secured their quota. of stock, trade lagged and 
prices weakened, until at the close most of the 
steers, which sold around the $6.00 level, showed 
losses of 100018. Receipte of hogs were nearly 
20,00 less than a week ago, and the market 
ehowed signs of strength from the start. Packers 
made a few feeble attempts to force a break 
after shippers finished buying, but were un- 
successful, the average price for the day being 
$5.41, or de better than on Saturday. Sheep and 
lamb trade was demoralized, and, after a great 
deal of peddling, a large share of the offerings was 
placed under lock and key, owing to the inability 
of sellers to secure a reasonable bid. Most of 
the sheep and lambs -sold showed losses of 40@ 
SOc, while the general market was 2%@6Cc lower 
than at the close last week. ’ 


. CATTLE. 

Receipts of 19,500 did not look large, and ship- 
pers went out early in order to fill a few orders 
for prime steers. This gave the market a show 
of strength, as many of the sales negotiated on 
the first rounds looked fully 100 higher than or 
Friday, but easterners soon had all of the choice 
stock they wanted and withdrew from the market, 
giving packers an opportunity to get busy. The 
latter did not seem to be over anxious to get 
started, and there was a disappointing demand 
from exporters, although American beeves on the 
London market were reported to be selling at 
the highest prices since 1904, so trade lagged. and 
values weakened until most of the sales transact- 
ed were at declines of 10@ilSc. Best steers made

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 


Cattle traders were attracted by a consignment 
of 11 loads of beet pulp fed steers from Billings, 
Mont. The cattle showed exceptional quality 
and 3 loads, averaging 1,479 to 1,489 Ibs, sold at 
$6.80, while the balance of the shipment, welgh- 
ing from 1,137 to 1,437 wa, found an outlet at 
$6.50. They were the property of the Billings 
Sugar company. 

The Farmers and Drovers’ Journal's British 
ablegram said that offerings of American beeves 
on the London market were moderate, and met 
with an active inquiry at prices ranging up to 14%0 
per Ib, the highest price reached since 1004. On 
the Liverpool market American beef prices were 
quoted unchanged at 184%@14X%c, against 124@130 
a year ago. 

Traders in the sheep market had a hard time 
disposing of the few sheep on the market, as buy- 
ers maintained there was no use buying sheep 
when they could get lambs at sheep prices. 

E. W. Jordan, live stock agent of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, died at his home, 
634 East Forty-sixth place, at 7 p. m. Sunday, of 
apoplexy. Live stock traders who have known Mr. 
Jordan intimately during the eleven years that 
he had been stationed at the yards were greatly 
surprised to hear of his demise, as he had been 
at hig office Saturday afternoon up to 2 o'clock, 
and had appeared in perfect health. Mr. Jordan 
went out Sunday afternoon automobiling with a 
party of friends nad did not return until 6 p. m., 
dying one hour after reaching home. He leaves 
a widow and four children. 

Doud & Keefer led the cattle traders by taking 
two loads of prime Nebraska steers at §7.25 for 
N trade. They also bought prime stock 
at 18. 

Shorn lambs were bought for grazing at Wash - 
ington park at $6.26, the top of the market. 

Most of the hogs on the market sold within 
the narrowest range of the seagon, there being few 
sales at under $5.40, while most of the best hogs 
offered sold at $5.45. The few hoge that cleared 
at under $5.40 were of a common mixed variety, for 
which there was little demand. 

Hoge left over from Saturday’s market were 
officially counted at 6,697. 

Many of the sellers who had hogs carried over 
from last week did not put them on the market, as 
they thought the reduced receipts of Saturday and 
Monday indicated that the heavy runs of hogs to 
market had been checked These traders predicted 
light arrivals for a week or ten days, and believed 
prices would advance enough to give them a chance 
to clean up their supplies at a profit. 

Armour & Co. bad about 1,000 hogs here direct 
from St. Paul, and bought only 1,500 on the local 
market. Swift & Co, led the packers here by 
putting up a drove of 3,400 hogs. 

It was difficult to find two traders with the same 
idea om the catth market. Early there were nu- 
merous sellers and buyers who said the market 
was 10@16c higher; later the majority were of the 
opinion that the market was only steady to strong. 
and at the close declines were noted on all but 
choice stock, and there was none of the latter on 
the market, ae the few prime steers received 
found an outlet soon after the opening. 

Occasional heavy showers during the morning 
furnished cattle buyers an excuse to hang back 
and worry sellers into making them price conces- 
sions. They would go out and look the catth 
make a bid at 15@20c under the asking price. 
and then wait until the rain came down to scurry 
to cover and leave the seller undeaided as to 
whether he should accept the bid or not. In this 
way buyers were able to get away without split- 
ting the difference in price.
